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Party or Protest? 
— Pride from Prudes

When you’re from Texas, the sight of a beefy hunk 
in harness and assless chaps walking down the 
street in broad daylight is certainly an eye-catcher. 
A few years ago, I made my way out to San Fran- 
cisco during their Pride Week—this scene was far 
from an uncommon occurrence. This one occa- 
sion though was unique. For one, if I had an ass as 
nice as this stud’s, I too would look for any excuse 
to walk around with my ass uncovered. More infu- 
riatingly though, I witnessed this man, in the leath- 
er-clad, rainbow-colored heart of gay America on 
its highest of high holy days, endure a scolding 
from two gays of a certain demographic angered at the 
public display of gay sexuality, because “there are

families that live around here! 


Sadly, what’s going on in the Castro is a small ex- 
ample of the tension in the LGBTQ Rights Move- 
ment from its start, and this tension goes so far as 
to affect the chief celebration of gay identity and 
culture: Pride. 


Pride events these days rarely if ever resemble the 
radical, activist spirit that started Queer Libera- 
tion. Today they’re “family-friendly,” often charge 
for admission, and are full of corporate sponsors 
looking to advertise and make money on the fes- 
tivities. Kink, so prominent in gay and overall 
queer identity, is often absent. Police forces, his- 
torically the organizations most directly responsi- 
ble for LGBTQ brutality, turn out in impressive 
numbers, marching along. The truth is, taking the 
radical edge off of pride and seeing it merely as a 
celebration, and not a subversive, scary-to-straight 
folks protest historically born from riots, makes 
about as much sense as serving only Chipotle at a 
Bottom Pride convention. You cannot understand 
why we have Pride unless you understand the story 
of the gay protests, especially Stonewall, and the 
movement they sparked and look past some of the 
historical misgivings we all have. 


One of those misgivings is that Stonewall was the 
first time gays protested in the U.S. In fact, one of 
the first gay rights organizations in the U.S. was 
the Mattachine (mat-uh-sheen) Society, founded in 
1950 as a “homophile” organization by Commu- 
nist (ironically) Harry Hay. The Mattachine Soci- 
ety was an organization that organized gay men to 
fight culturally and politically for gay rights. It saw 
itself as a movement parallel to the fights of Afti- 
can-American and Latino communities, though it 
consisted mostly of middle-to-upper class white 
gay men who had little understanding or contact 
with people outside that description. As a result, 
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the Mattachine Society was a strong force of re- 
spectability politics, that is, being as inoffensive as 
possible in the fight for gay rights. 


The Stonewall Inn, in contrast, was by no defini- 
tion a “respectable” establishment. It was a hang- 
out for runaways, drag queens, “transvestites,” sex 
workers, and other people for whom visibility was 
extremely dangerous. Runaway or homeless youth 
could stay the night there, safe from the dangers 
of the streets. As a mob-owned establishment pat- 


ty to a payoff arrangement with the police, it was 
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subject to frequent raids by cops looking for an 
easy way to blow off some steam. In this sense, 
the early morning hours of June 28, 1969 were no 
different from countless others, except in the way 
that the bar patrons and the surrounding East Vil- 
lage reacted to the raid. 


The people revolted. Bar patrons barricaded the 
cops inside and a crowd torched their cars. They 
rioted for three nights throughout the East Vil- 
lage. The tensions of oppression suffered by the 
community had reached a breaking point with the 
collective anger of so many people spilling into 
the streets. Meanwhile, the Mattachine Society left 
a message on the front of the shuttered Stonewall 
pleading for peace and quiet. 


One year exactly from the Stonewall Riots, Chris- 
topher Street Liberation Day organized the first 
ever gay pride celebration, and those tensions re- 
mained. Sylvia Rivera, a genderqueer Puerto Rican 
activist, who had prominently and visibly contrib- 
uted to the movement as a well-defined leader, 
faced opposition from gay white men. They would 
physically remove her from in front of news cam- 
eras and take over, for fear of her becoming the 
face of gay liberation. Her trans identity, her coarse 
appearance, her sex work, and her socioeconomic

You tell me to go and hide my tail between my legs. 
I will not put up with this shit. I have been beaten. 
I have had my nose broken. I have been thrown in 
jail. I have lost my job. I have lost my apartment 
for gay liberation and you all treat me this way? 
What the fuck’s wrong with you all? Think about 
that! 


She listed the men and women who’ve worked 


with the jailed, beaten, and raped people in the 
community, and shouted, “The people are trying 
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All hell broke loose when the 
police entered the Stonewall. The 
girls instinctively 
each other. Others stood frozen, 
locked in an embrace of fear.

to do something for all of us, and not men and 
women that belong to a white middle class white 
club. And that’s what you all belong to!” 


For us, in the age of Trump, the alt-right, and 
reactionary forces that are newly emboldened in 
their opposition to queer persons and their rights, 
we have a decision to make. For the first time in 
decades, support for LGBTQ rights has seen a de- 
cline. So, is Pride for us a party, or a protest? 


If we celebrate, exactly what is it that we celebrate, 
and why is it worth celebrating? 


We have to look to Stonewall. We have to learn 


from the radical fervor that demanded our rights 
with rage and indignation instead of merely ask-

ing nicely. We have to acknowledge and embrace 
the deeply intertwined influence of trans activists, 
transwomen of color, sex workers, and the tenac- 
ity of so-called “degenerates” who were willing 
to take risks that most gay white men weren’t. We 
have to be proud, not only of being LGBTQ, but 
out kinks and our sexualities. Far from making 
anyone more important than the other, it shows 
us how interdependent we are on each other, and 
forces us to consider that our positions and per- 
spectives ate not the only ones that are important 
in this crucial fight that we all share. 


If we party, we party as a form of protest. Because, 
to paraphrase the character V from V for Vendetta, 
any revolution without dancing (or assless chaps) is 
not one worth having.

I returned 
to the group at the bar who welcomed me back 
with much support and heartfelt adulation. My 
friend leaned over and asked, “How do you feel?”
